NATIONAL DAY, RAIDS 
Canton, Oct. 11. 

While thg ajarin rang but once 
yesterday, 54 Japanese pinnes pare 
ticipated dn the day's activities, and 
the one raid Jasted from 8.10 to 
11,50, 

Shortly after nine o'clock in the 
morning three large bombs explod- 
ed on the Hill of the Goddess of 
Mercy near the artillery barracks fn 
the northern) suburb. The margin 
by which they missed the soldiers’ 
dormitories was only 80 to 100 fcct, 
ond the concussion blew down slx 
hovels in which some poor people 
lived, burying alive four of them. 

Nenr the Pearl River Steel Bridge 
bombs exploded jn the river, frap- 
ments injuring slightly two*sampan 
women. The Poor Pcople's Home at 
Shekpai was missed, one bomb doing 
injury to 19 persons, but none of 
them inmates of the Home, The 
First Girls’ Middle School in the 
same neighbourhood just did escape 
bang hit. 

The Japanese then passed Kone- 
chuen on the railway above Sal- 
chuen and made direct hits on the 
tracks with two bombs. Crossing

SPECTACULAR FIGHTING 


Shanghal, Oct. 12 (9.40 p.m.). 

Nanking to-dny was the scene of 
the most spectacular alr fighting 
since the beginning of the war when 
nine heavy Japanese bombers in 
three’ filghts escorted by three pur- 
suit planes dropped nbout 60 bombs 
in the direction of the military acro- 
drome, The results are not yet 
known. 

Chinese and Japanese pursuit 
planes engaged in two separate alr 
fights north of the south city, re- 
sulling in one Japanese monoplane 
crashing down in flames, 

Madume Chiang Kai-shek, Mr. W. 
H. Donald, Itallan advisers of: the 
Aviation Commission and also 
United Press representatives went to 
the spot in the south city where the 
Japanese plane fell. The mono- 
plane crashed on the Chinese pre- 
sidential mansion. which was com- 
pletely burned. Over 10,000 Nan- 
king people gathered on the scene 
after the “all clear” was sounded at. 
3.30 p.m. and dispersed. only when 
the next alarm was given at 4 p.m. 

While three groups of bombers 
flew over the aerodrome, Chinese 
pursult planes engaged the enemy 
both in the north und south city, 
Chinese biplanes and Japanese 
monoplanes were sometimes only 
2,000 feet fiigh, the insignias being 
clearly visible, 

In the north city the Aghting re- 
sulted in a Chinese, machine being 
damaged and it hurriedly landed in 
the civil uacrodrome, due to this 
being the nearest spot, 

A Japanese plane qver the south 
city way Oghting admirably and -dar- 
ingly deficd the Intense machine 
gunning from the ground. How- 
ever, ‘the plane fell five minutes luter 
In. flames, 

Dr. Wang Chung-hul, Forelgn 
Minister, watched the whole show 
from the roof of the Kiangsu Banik 
building. . It was decidedly the most 
spectacular show that Nanking has 
tver witnessed. 

Japanese planes did not appear on 
the first’alarm, but it is believed that 
two pursuit plines scouted visibility 
and other points and then returned.

MIX-UP IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


We feel that the centre of 
world interest, shuttling —be- 
tween China and the Mediter- 
ranean, is back in Europe, and 
that from London, Paris and 
Rome will come the news of the 
next startling developments in 
international politics. As we 
have said before news agencies 
‘are apt to make the most of re- 
ports such as those which reach- 
ed Hongkong yesterday after- 
noon, to the effect that France 
and Britain were considering the 
peaceful occupation of the island 
of Minorca as a form of counter- 
demonstration against the Span- 
ish Insurgents’ allies, . the 
Italians who have allegedly 
seized. other islands in the 
Balearic group. 

_ At this. distance there seems 
little necessity for such a man- 
oeuvre, yet, as We pointed out 
yesterday, some sort: of joint 
action by Britain and France to 
prove that they are in earnest 
when they say that intervention 


in the Spanish civil war must’ 


cease, can be expected. It is 
disquieting to learn that Britain 
is canvassing her factories to 
discover what sort of skilled and 
unskilled labour exists for the 
manufacture of munitions on a 
larger scale than is negessary at 
the moment. ‘It is disturbing to 
hear that the French General 
Staff declines to be responsible 
for the defence of France if-a 
Nationalist (Insurgent) victory 
in Spain is permitted!. Such 
things point to the necessity of 
a swift application of brakes. 
The situation must not be allow- 
ed to get out of hand, - 
Fortunately, Great Britain, in 
our ‘opinion, possesses leaders 
whose sagacity is equal. to their 


‘| caution, who do not act hastily 


and without heed for all possible 
consequences. They are to be 
trusted, we feel, to safeguard 
British interests, without be- 
smirching their record for disin- 
terested intervention or forget- 
ting their obligations under the 
League of Nations Covenant. 
In other words, we are confident 
that if they are considering 
forceful action in—the Mediter- 
ranean it is because it is essen- 
tial, not. alone for the preserva- 
tion of British prestige and the 
security of British trade routes, 
but because they believe the time 
has come for the application of 
drastic, remedy to a dangerous 
situation which may threaten 
whole world. 
Britain, if she is to live up to 
the ideals we have been taught 
to expect of her, will not count 
the cost when the. defence of 
principles becomes necessary;

All-rounders are not 
so plentiful in Australla as to supply 
a strony foundation for a side, and 
the construction must be made from 
specialists in batting and bowling,

NINE CERTAINTIES 

On the form of Inst season there 
are nine certuinties. They are Brad- 
man, McCabe, Oldfield, O'Reilly, 
Fingleton, Chipperfeld, Buadcoct, 
Gregory, and Fleetwood-Smith, 
These nine men supply six recognised 
batsmen, a wicket-keeper, and three 
bowlers, and yet” only “Chipperfield 
can claim to be an all-rounder—for 
the bowling of McCabe and Gregory 
would be used only sparingly. - . 

The bowllng, therefore, must be in- 
ereased In quantity ond variety, and 
a couple of fast bowlers are neces- 
sary, McCormick stands out notice- 
ably in thls class, and should be the 
first selected, provided he is ft. His 
physical conditlon during the present 
season will be a vital matter, as no 
side cnn afford to carry a passenger, 
and this applles particularly to a 
bowler, He must have an assistant, 
and the claims of Lush ure strong for 
this place. In view of his batting 
and flelding qualifications, he out- 
distances L. Nash and H. J, Cotton 
in the race, but he must show accur- 
acy and speed this season to warrant 
confidence, as he will be considered 
ay a bowler before anything else. 

STOCK BOWLERS

A left-hand and right-hand. medium 
Pace bowler should -be included as 
stock performers, and for the wickets 
which are -certaln to be experienced. 
In 1930, P. M. Hornibrook ‘was the 
left-hand bowler, but In 1934 no Ieft- 
hnnder of the type was included. 
Such n bowler is essentin! in Eng- 
land, provided a capable one Js avail- 
noble. The best in Australin is White, 
who would improve on a tour, and is 
an all-rounder. - 

If it Is decided not to include a left- 
hander, ao right-hander must do duty, 
although personally I would have 
both. Of the right-handers, Jackson

Verdict At Coroner's 
Inquiry 

‘A verdict'that the late Mr, Edward 
Vyvyun Neville Fuller, 30, second 
officer of the Williamson steamer 
Selstan nt the tlmo of his death, had 
committed sulcide during a fit of 
temporary depression, was ‘returned 
by a Jury, comprising Messrs. A, J. 
J. Martin (Foreman), D, E, Kirby 
and J. Chang Ah-lol, dt the vonclu- 
inquiry held into the 
circumstances of his death, at the 
Centrul Maglslracy yeserdny after- 
noon. Mr. W. Schoficld sat 4s 
-Coroner, 


Decensed -wos -found shot dead 
with a bullet wound in his head in 
his cabin on board the Scistan about 
1.45 p.m. on September 5. 

Detective Sub-Inspector L, R. 
Whant was in charge of the inquiry 
for the pollee. : 

Dr. R. S. Begbie, medical oMfcer 
in charje of Victorin Mortuary, suid 
he examined the body of a British 
male aged about 30 on September 8, 
The body was Identified os that of 
FE. V. N. Fuller by Mr. S, Willlamson, 
Chief Officer of the Seistan, and Mr, 
G. Hf. Gandy, cousin of deceased. 
Witness found o bullet wound fn the 
right temple, and the bone behind 
the left car was shattered. ‘The 
bullet’ was discovered beneath the 
broken bone, The brain showed 
marks of brutsing, and in witness's 
vpinion the cause of death was the 
bullet wound in the head, The con- 
ditions found were consistent with 
suicide, and the muzzle of the weapon 
at the thme of firing could not have 
been mare than two to six inches 
from the entrance wound, 

Mr. Jafar Hoosan, clerk to the 
Shipping, Master, said that deceased 
signed off his articles before witness 
at noon on August 28 in the Shipping 
OMce. He produced a. letter from 
the Master of the steamer Sagres and 
said he was willing to sign off, as it 
wos by mutual consent. He added 
that he would obtain his wages from 
Williamson and Company. Wltness 
told deceased that o9 he was willing 
to sign off, he would have no further 
claim on the ship or its Master. 
After that deceased signed off. 

Mr. Thomas Ramsay, manager of 
Willitmson and Co., sald deccased 
had previously been with the Douglas 
Company from August 13, 1936, to 
March 11 this year, From that date 
unti! August 28, he was second 
officer on the Sagres, and transferred 
to the Scistan, 

Mr. G. H. Gandy, land surveyor of 
the Public Works Department, said 
deceased was his cousin. Witness 
had known deceased since he was 
cightcen years old. Fuller first came 
out East in April, 1934, and. witness 
saw him from time to time whenever 
his ship was In port. When Fuller 
came out, he held a second mate's 
ticket, but got his first mate's ticket 
in 1938. 

EASILY DEPRESSED - 

Deceased was more often cheerful 
than not, but he was easily depressed 
by little incidents, which to witness 
did not seem serious at oll. He was 
not'n heavy drinker, os faras witness 
Inew. Witness had not known him 
to show signs of disposition to suicide. 
Fuller had an attack of sunstroke in 
Caleulta in 1935, and this might have 
affected his disposition. Witness Jast 
saw deceased In April this year. 

Detective-Sergeant. C. T. Byron 
said he boarded the Seistan on Sep- 
tember 7 as s500n as it arrived in 
porty and viewed and examined the 
body of deceased.

* Crown-Sergeant Frank Penfold 
testified to having cxamined a .38 
short Ivor Jolinson revolver, There 
were four live rounds in the weapon 
and one empty shell. The bullet 
taken from deceased's body had been 
fired from the revolver, . 

Formal evidence by Lance-Ser- 
feant Farquhar and Sub-Inspector 
Whant terminated the evidence. + 

THE SUMMING-UP 

Summing up, .the Coroner said 
there was no conflict of evidence. 
There was evidence that deceased 
had comptaincd at Jack of slecp, and 
the jury had heard the conditions on 
board ship, how he had to slecp with 
a noisy crowd of passengers outside 
his cabin window. From the letters 
he wrote, it seemed that decensed 
wus unduly worried about the fate 
of his.pay, and the evidence pro- 
duced went to show that he worried 
himself unduly, : 

Homicide must be ruled out os a 
verdict, and there was also no pos- 
sibility of an accident having occur- 
red, ‘They were left with the only 
alternative, sulclde. He was com-~- 
pletely sane at ‘the time, but there 
was evidence that he worrled over 
small matters. Deceased was in 
sound health, and wag not short of 
any moncy. 

After a few minutes’ consultation,. 
the Jury returned their ‘verdict. 

The Coroner sald he was sure the 
Jury would nssociate themselves with 
iim’ in expressing their_ sympathy, 
as well as that of the Court, with 
deceascd’s relatives and friends, He 
also thanked the Jury for their at- 
ee and patience during the in- 
quiry. . >

Turning to Appendix-K being the 
Report of the Inspector General of 
Police for 1936, Table V shows the 
yearly - Return of Crime for the 
whole Colony for 1936, The total 
Charge Cases under the Head of 
Serlous Offences Is 0,234 while under 
Minor Offences the number {s 37,549, 
making a Grand Total of 43,783. In 
the category of Hawking Offences 
we have the formidable number of 
26,075, or, roughly, 6052 of the Grand 
Total. Assuming, Sir, that each of 
these hawking offences occupied an 
averuge of two minutes in a Police 
Court, this alone would account for 
866 hours In the year, the equivalent 
of 144 G-hour ‘days. The trial of 
Hawking Offences, therefore, may 
be said to have been a full time job 
for a single Magistrate for half of 
a working yenr. (1 see that my 
honourable friend Mr. M. K. Lo’ hag 
made calculations similar to mine, 
with this difference, that I have ere- 
dited Magistrates with an extra 
hour’s work per day), Admittedly, 
Sir, some of these were offences 
which must be dealt with by a 
Police Court. But for ench of these 
there must be half-n-dozen which 
could have been met by a word of 
warning from the Pollce OMicer in 
the Charge Room concerned, whose 
discretion could be relied on jn such 
cases, However, I have heard that 
the large number of petty offences 
charged is due in great measure to 
the existence of what [s known as n 
“Case Book”, which constitutes a 
Police Constable’s Record of Cnses 
to his credit, and by which his 
chances. of promotion are governed, 
the principle apparently being the’ 
more cnses, the better the man. Y 
have heard even, that fines are on 
occasion inflicted on ofMficers whose 
case-books over na certain period 
show a blank, If this be correct, {t 
fs a system which cannot be too 
strongly condemned, for, whlle con- 
tributing unnecessarily to the work 
of Police Courts, ft has the further 
and far greater disadvantage of 
being utterly wrong, in that it is 
directly contrary to the best concep- 
tion of what constitutes 
policeman,

We concede that ‘the modern 
humanitarian treatment: of prisoners 
In Britain is a success; but, having 
regard to the everyday conditionz un- 
fortunately prevailing amongst. the 
hoorcr classes In Hongkong, entirely 
different considerations apply here. 


Need Of Reform 


In fact Jn this Colony we ought to 
make prison conditions harder, and 
we trust that the Government jvill 
give Its carnest consideration to this 
uspect of the problem.

A Surprise Win 
By Norway 


(By Guy M. Butler) 


London, Sept. 13. 

Norway beat Great Britain by 74 
points tu 65 in the two-days' athletle 
match which was concluded at Oslo 
yesterday. 

The result came’ as oa surprise 
Paper form, derived from the results 
of the Norweglan championships, 
proved even more deceptive than 
usual, 

HW. Lohne, the Norwegian .1,500 
metre champion, returned a time 
more than six seconds faster yester- 
day to score an unexpected victory 
over J. C. Stothard and R.. Graham. 
In so doing he made no new Nor- 
wertain record, equivalent to 4min. 
12sec, odd for a mile, On paper this 
was all wrong, but the unexpected 
happencd as It so often does on the 
running track. 

Then John Powell pulled a muscle 
—probably his Achilles tendon, which 
Qas upset his training so much this 
suminer. 

These two reverses were quite suf- 
ficient to lose us the match unless 
our Jumpers and thrawers could save 
the sittation, Again, judging by the 
results of the Norwegian Champlon- 
ships, this seemed possible If they 
were aot their best. Again the Nor- 
wegiuns excelled themselves, _ and, 
though J. H. Newman produced Oft. 
Qin, in the High Jump, and R. Lb.

Sccondly, we have no proper ‘hos 
pital for . the aecommodation — of 
infectious disease cases, where they 
can be admitted without loss of time 
and treated by ao skilled: stuf, with 
proper equipments. 

The obsolete Kennedy Town In- 
fectious Diseases Hospital proved too 
inadequate, und resort was made to 
improvise the old Government Civil 
Hospital te meet the emergency, 
with what result: can be Imagined. 


1,635 ‘Cases, 1,035 - Deaths, 


From the first) appearanee of 
cholera on the 22nd, July. 1937, until 
the 2nd. October 1937, according to 
the figures kindly supplied me by 
the’ Honourable The Director of 
Medical Services, 1,635 cases were 
reported with 1,035 deaths, 1,342 
cases were treated in’ Government 
Hospitals. 

In fairness to the Medical authori- 
ties, I cannot say offhand how much
